3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wachi et al. (5,056,400). 

Regarding claim 1, Wachi et al. disclose an electric guitar including a hollow 
acoustic body (1 ), a plurality of strings (the strings shown in Figs. 3a and 3b) mounted 
on the hollow acoustic body; a finger board (14 in Figs. 3a and 3b) attached to the 
hollow acoustic body; air in the hollow acoustic body (Fig. 3b); at least one sound 
speaker (4) mounted in the hollow acoustic body (Fig. 3b); means (8 in fig. 4) 
operatively associated with the strings and the speaker to cause sound to emanate from 
the speaker when the strings are played. 

Regarding claim 2, the method steps are inherent in the apparatus disclosed. 
Wachi et al. disclose a method steps of: providing an acoustic frame; mounting strings 
on the hollow acoustic body; mounting a speaker inside the hollow acoustic body; 
mounting on the hollow acoustic body sound production means; playing the strings to 
cause the sound production means to cause sound emanating fro the speaker.
